(c) must satisfy the following minimum physical standards, namely: —

34 inches (expanded) 


(d) must, on selection and before appointment, obtain a health certificate 

in the prescribed form from a duly constituted Medical Board; 

(e) must possess such other qualifications as may be prescribed by the 

Central Government from time to time regarding citizenship, 
eligibility and other matters; 
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(v) by re-employment of retired or released Army Officers who have held 
tho rank of Captain or retired Stale Police Officers or officers of the 
Force who have held the rank ot a Deputy Superintendent of Police 
or other equivalent ranks. 

(4) All promotions shall be on the basis of merit with due regard to seniority. 

114. Tenure of retired or released Police officers ,—' The provisions of sub-rule 
(2) of rule 107 shall apply in relation to retired or released police officers re- 
employed In the Force as it applies to retired or released Armv officers so re- 
employcd. 


115. Probation and confirmation. — (1) All initial appointments and promotions 
to a super! ir post in the Force shall be subject to a period ot probation for two 
years. 

(2) On completion of the period of probation the officer shall, if considered 
fit, be conArmed in the post In which he is appointed subject to the availability 
of a permanent post.
